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SIATE HISTORICAL SOCST? 
OF MISSOURI 


Governor Zenon Trudeau 


Before the United States 
p u r­ 
chased the Louisiana territory no 
governor stationed in w hat is now 
Missouri did more to build up a 
Spanish em pire in America than 
Zenon Trudeau. 
His term as lieutenant-governor 
of U pper Louisiana began on July 
21, 1792, one hundred and 
forty- 
seven years ago this week. During 
his first months at St. Louis he 
learned that British traders were 
building forts in Spanish territory 
on the upper Missouri, and in order 
to drive them out and to expand 
the influence of Missouri traders 
he encouraged the 
organization 
of the Missouri Company. Through 
this organization he proposed to 
exploit new Indian tribes on the 
upper Missouri, discover a route to 
the Pacific ocean, and build forts 
as a buffer against 
British 
and 
Russian aggression into the 
rich 
provinces of California and M ex­ 
ico. 
As a governm ent agency for 
jefense and exploration the com­ 
pany only fainy succeeded, for al­ 
though it constructed two forts and 
eaptured one that had been built 
by the British, none of the three 
existed long. 
As a business ven­ 
ture the com pany failed complete­ 
ly, for because of bad m anagem ent 
and Indian trouble three expedi­ 
tions, 
costing 
the 
stockholders 
more than $200,000, were lost. 
An em pire builder and not a 
provincial official, Trudeau did not 
limit his interests to the northwest. 
In order to control the 
trouble­ 
some Osage Indians he helped a r­ 


range with Auguste Chouteau for 
the building of Fort Carondelet in 
1794-1795. 
This fort, 
evidently 
built n ear Hailey’s Bluffs in the 
present Vernon county, was the 
most western fort built in Missouri 
during the Spanish regime. 
In his capacity as a 
colonizer, 
however, T rudeau did his great­ 
est work. 
As early as 1770 his 
predecessors had developed a plan 
for allowing colonists to settle in 
Spanish 
territory. 
U nder 
this 
general arrangem ent the governor 
had the power to confer 
grants 
varying in size from 200 to 1000 
arpents to actual settlers, although 
in special cases he was allowed to 
make larger grgnts. T rudeau was 
impressed with the m ilitary 
and 
economic im portance of im m igra­ 
tion and not only accepted 
the 
plan but made a direct effort to 
get outstanding American frontier 
leaders to settle in Spanish Louis­ 
iana. 
The great pioneer, Daniel 
Boone, and hundreds of Americans 
were courteously received, accept­ 
ing Spanish citizenship and gener­ 
ous grants of land from this noted 
governor. 
Governor Trudeau objected to 
the requirem ent that all colonists 
must accept the Catholic 
religion. 
Possibly he might have been tinc­ 
tured with the French irreligion 
of that time, but at least he seems 
to have adm inistered the religious 
oath in a most perfunctory m an­ 
ner. 
He was under a strict obli­ 
gation to expel all Protestant m in­ 
isters, but John Clark, a M ethod­ 
ist preacher, periodically 
visited 
the region now included in Jef- 


ferson county and was never m a­ 
terially interferred with. 
U nder his progressive coloniz­ 
ing and com mercial policies, busi­ 
ness became more active. St. Louis 
took on a new air of 
prosperity 
and new towns and communities 
w ere founded. 
Not until the clos­ 
ing years of the nineteenth 
cen­ 
tury, almost a hundred years later, 
did the wave of im m igration 
so 
carefully n u rtured by 
Trudeau, 
subside. 
Zenon Trudeau, 
who 
with 
a 
policy encouraging 
immigration, 
trade, exploration, and 
fortifica­ 
tion to protect the region against 
invasion, becam e one of the most 
progressive governors 
of 
Upper 
Louisiana, was born in New O r­ 
leans on Novem ber 28, 1748. 
A 
m an with a high sense of patriot­ 
ism and unquestioned personal in­ 
tegrity, 
T rudeau 
was 
popular 
among the people and 
held 
the 
respect of his superiors. 
W hen he 
was offered retirem ent with a pen­ 
sion in 1797 he refused because of 
the w ar with England. 
He was 
succeeded as lieutenant-governor 
by Charles Dehault D ela* u s on 
August 29, 1799. 
Trudeau died in 
St. Charles Parish, Louisiana, soon 
after 1803.

Why be a Ham in Carving One? 
Expert Shows Easy, Modern Way 


Moths Don’t Take A Vacation! 
Says Katharine Fisher

If they snicker when you start 
to carve, you’ll be comforted by 
these kind words from Max 0. 
Cullen, carving authority. “I t’s 
easy to learn the right way, and 
the right way is the easy way,” 
says Cullen, who is shown at the 
right explaining to Pete Smith, 
producer of motion picture shorts 
bearing his name, and Ann Mor- 
riss, M-G-M player, the funda­ 
mentals of carving a ham, during 
the recent filming of “ Culinary 
Carving,” an educational short in 
which Cullen was featured. 
Proper tools and a sharp knife 
are of first importance, says the 
expert. Then you can proceed with 
confidence, if you will follow his 
simple directions as shown by the 
diagrams and instructions below’. 
1. Place ham with fat side up, 
shank end to carver’s right. Cut 
two or three slices parallel to the 
length 
of 
the 
ham 
from 
the 
smaller meaty section. 
2. Turn the ham so that it rests 
on the cut surface. Holding firmly 
with the fork, cut a small wedge 
shaped piece from the shank end. 
Then proceed to cut thin slices 
down to the leg bone until the 
aitch bone is reacned. 
3. With the fork still in place, 
release the slices by running the 
knife along the bone and at right 
angles to the slices. For additional 
serving3, turn and carve other 
side of ham. 
4. If more servings are re­ 
quired, the ham is turned back 
in its original position on the plat­ 
ter with the fat side up and the 
slices are carved at right angles 
to the bone. These slices are not 
so large as those from the cushion 
section, but they make attractive \ 
servings for second helpings.

Remember this when you close your house to take your vacation. It 
may be the signal for the busy season of the moths in your household. 
They get in their best—or worst—work when undisturbed in a quiet, dark 
place. So before starting on your holidays, go around the house and check 
up very carefully to be sure that your possessions are well protected 
against these destructive little pests. 


You have the choice of a number of different methods which are effec­ 
tive for defeating the moth. But none of these will do a good job unless it is 
effectively used. Few people seem to know’ what these 
effective methods are. Some manufac u ers and sellers 
are pretty casual, too, in the w'ay they try to tell you. 
I am dismayed by department store advertisements 
which say: “Ju st hang this in your closet. It will re­ 
lease a vapor fatal to moths.” 


If properly used, this vapor is fatal to moths, their 
eggs and the larvae. But used in this casual way, the 
only good it can do is give you a false sense of security. 
To be fatal to moths, the vapor must be present in a 
strongly concentrated form. This becomes possible 
only when you use a sufficiently large quantity of the 
vapor-producing material. Then, to keep the vapor 
from escaping and weakening, and moths from enter­ 
ing, the closet must be kept as airtight as it is possible 
to make it. 


This is easily done by covering the Cracks around the closet door, in- 
duding the one along the floor, and even the keyhole, with gummed paper 
)r the sealing tape used by fumigators, and sold in drug and department 
itores. Hang in one closet all the woolen clothe- you w’ish to store, seal 
it, and keep it sealed until the things stored in it are needed. 


The larger the closet, the greater the quantity of vapor-producing 
material or fumigant will be needed to get the desired strength of fumes. 
A pound of fumigant for a very small closet measuring 2’ x 2' x 1', or 
28 cubic feet, gives good protection. A closet 31 x 3 x 7', or 63 cubic feet, 
will need 2% pounds, and so on. 


These fumigants or vapor-producing materials are made of para 
dichlorcbenzene or naphthalene and are usually sold under brand names 
They come in cake form and in loose crystals or flakes. The latter aie 
sprinkled evenly on the top shelf and floor of the closet. Because of th-’ 
smaller surface exposed, those in cake form give off their fumes more 
slowly. Therefore they may not be quickly effective, and a greater amount 
may be needed to give prompt protection. Weigh these cakes before using 
them and compute the amount you need, according to the size of your 
closet. It takes three or four days to fumigate a closet after it is sealed. 


Woolens, such as your blankets and rugs, may also be fumigated by 
sprinkling them generously with one of these fumigants and then wrap­ 
ping them very closely in heavy paper. Don’t think that your woolens are 
safe if you put them in dresser drawers and sprinkle in some moth bails 
or other fumigants. So much of the fumes will escape through the crocks 
around the drawers that there seldom remains sufficient strength to give 
complete protection.

Before th? United States 
pu r­ 
chased the Louisiana territory no 
governor stationed in w hat is now 
Missouri did more to build up a 
Spanish em pire in America than 
Zenon Trudeau. 
His term as lieutenant-governor 
of U pper Louisiana began on July 
21, 1792, one hundred and 
forty- 
seven years ago this week. During 
his first m onths at St. Louis he 
learned that British traders were 
building forts in Spanish territory 
on the upper Missouri, and in order 
to drive them out and to expand 
the influence of Missouri traders 
he encouraged the 
organization 
of the Missouri Company. Through 
this organization he proposed to 
exploit new Indian tribes on the 
upper Missouri, discover a route to 
the Pacific ocean, and build forts 
as a buffer against 
British 
and 
Russian aggression into the 
rich 
provinces of California and M ex­ 
ico. 
As a governm ent agency for 
jefense and exploration the com ­ 
pany only fairly succeeded, for al­ 
though it constructed two forts and 
raptured one that had been built 
by the British, none of the three 
existed long. 
As a business v en ­ 
ture the com pany failed com plete­ 
ly, for because of bad m anagem ent 
and Indian trouble three expedi­ 
tions, 
costing 
the 
stockholders 
m ore than $200,000. were lost. 
An em pire builder and not a 
provincial official. Trudeau did not 
limit his interests to the northw est. 
In order to control the 
trouble­ 
some Osage Indians he helped a r­ 


range with Auguste Chouteau for 
the building ©f Fort Carondelet in 
1794-1795. 
This fort, 
evidently 
built near Hailey’s Bluffs in the 
present Vernon county, was the 
most western fort built in Missouri 
during the Spanish regime. 
In his capacity as a 
colonizer, 
however, T rudeau did his great­ 
est work. 
As early as 1770 his 
predecessors had developed a plan 
for allowing colonists to settle in 
Spanish 
territory. 
U nder 
this 
general arrangem ent the 4;overnor 
had the power to confer 
grants 
varying in size from 200 to 1000 
arpents to actual settlers, although 
in special cases he was allowed to 
mafce larger grants. T rudeau was 
impressed with the m ilitary 
and 
economic im portance of im m igra­ 
tion and not only accepted 
the 
plan but m ade a direct effort to 
get outstanding American frontier 
leaders to settle in Spanish Louis­ 
iana. 
The great pioneer, Daniel 
Boone, and hundreds of Americans 
were courteously received, accept­ 
ing Spanish citizenship and gener­ 
ous grants of land from this noted 
governor. 
Governor T rudeau objected to 
the requirem ent that all colonists 
m ust accept the Catholic 
religion. 
Possibly he might have been tinc­ 
tured with the French irreligion 
of that time, but at least he seems 
to have adm inistered the religious 
oath in a most perfunctory m an­ 
ner. 
He was under a strict obli­ 
gation to expel all P rotestant m in­ 
isters, but John Clark, a M ethod­ 
ist preacher, periodically 
visited 
the region now included in Jef- 


ferson c o u n ty and was never m a­ 
terially interferred with. 
U nder his progressive coloniz­ 
ing and com mercial policies, busi­ 
ness became m ore active. St, Louis 
took on a new air of 
prosperity 
and new towns and com munities 
were founded. 
Not until the clos- 
j ing years of the nineteenth 
cen­ 
tury. almost a hundred years later, 
did the wave of im m igration 
so 
carefully nurtured by 
Trudeau, 
subside. 
Zenon Trudeau, 
who 
with 
a 
policy encouraging 
imm igration, 
trade, exploration, and 
fortifica­ 
tion to protect the region against 
invasion, becam e one of the most 
j progressive governors 
of 
Upper 
! Louisiana, was born in New Or- 
I leans on Novem ber 28, 1748. 
A 
man with a high sense of patriot­ 
ism and unquestioned personal in­ 
tegrity, 
Trudeau 
was 
popular 
among the people and 
held 
the 
respect of his superiors. 
When he 
was offered refTrement with a pen­ 
sion in 1797 he refused because of 
the w ar with England. 
He was 
succeeded as lieutenant-governor 
by Charles Dehault Del a » u s on 
August 29, 1799. 
T rudeau died in 
St. C harles Parish, Louisiana, soon 
after 1803.

Wliy he a Ham in Carving One? 
Expert Shows Easy, Modern Way 


Moths Don’t Take A Vacation! 
Says Katharina Fisher

If they snicker when you start 
to carve, you’ll be comforted by 
these kind words from Max 0. 
Cullen, carving authority. “ It’s 
easy to learn the right way, and 
the right way is the easy way,” 
says Cullen, who is shown at the 
right explaining to Pete Smith, 
producer of motion picture shorts 
bearing his name, and Ann Mor­ 
ris*, M-G-M player, the funda­ 
mentals of carving a ham, during 
the recent filming of “Culinary 
Carving,” an educational short in 
which Cullen was featured. 
Proper tools and a sharp knife 
are of first importance, say., the 
expert. Then you can proceed with 
confidence, if you will follow his 
simple directions as shown by the 
diagrams and instructions below. 
1. Place ham with fat side up, 
shank end to carver's right. Cut 
two or three slices parallel to the 
length 
of 
the 
ham 
from 
the 
smaller meaty sectior. 
2. Turn the hum »0 that it rests 
on the cut surface. Holding firmly 
with the fork, cut a small wedge 
shaped piece from the shank end. 
Then proceed to cut thin slices 
down to the leg bone until the 
aitch bone is reacned. 
3. With the fork still in place, 
release the slices by running the 
knife along the bone and at right 
angles to the slices. For additional 
servings, turn and carve other 
side of ham. 
4. If 
more 
hervings are re­ 
quired, the ham is turned back 
in its original position on the plat- 
ter with the fat side up and the 
slices are carved at right angle-» 
to the bone. These slices are not 
so large as those from the cushi> n 
section, but they make attractive 
servings for second helpings. 


MILK CASH INCOME 


Three-fourths of the farms of 
America contribute to the annual

which they shared for 1938

m ade the best record of the year

Remember this when you close your house to take your vacation. Tt 
may be the signal for the busy season of the moths in your household. 
They get in their best—or worst—work when undisturbed in a quiet, dark 
place. So before starting on your holidays, go around the house and check 
up very carefully to be sure that your possessions are well protected 
against these destructive little pests. 


You have the choice of n number of different methods which are effec­ 
tive for defeating the moth. But none of these w ill do a good job unless it is 
effectively used. Few people seem to know what these 
effective methods are. Some manufae.u ers and sellers 
are pretty casual, too, in the way they try to tell you. 
I am dismayed by department store advertisements 
which say: “Just hang this in your closet. It will re- 
'& ■ gg; 
lease a vapor fatal to moths.” 


If properly used, this vapor is fatal to moths, their 
eggs and the larvae. But used in this casual way, the 
only good it can do is give you a false sense of security. 
To be fatal to moths, the vapor must he present in a 
strongly concentrated form. This becomes possible 
only when you use a sufficiently large quantity of the 
vapor-producing material. Then, to keep the vapor 
from escaping and weakening, and moths from enter- 
ing. the closet must be kept as airtight as it is possible 
to make it. 


This is easily done by covering the cracks around the closet dnor, tn- 
•luding the one along the floor, and even the keyhole, with gummed paper 
>r the sealing tape used by fumigntors, and sold in drug and department 
»tores. Hang in one closet all the woolen clothe* you wish to store, seal 
it, and keep it sealed until the things stored in it are needed. 


The larger the closet, the greater the quantity of vapor-producing 
material or fumigant will be needed to g it the desired strength of fumes, 
A pound of fumigant for a very small closet mea'Ui ing 2’ x 2 x 7'. or 
28 cubic feet, gives good protection. A closet 3* x 3 x 7', or 63 cubic feet, 
will need 2V* pounds, and so on. 


These fumigants or vupor-producing materials are made of para- 
dichlorobenzene or naphthalene and are usually sold under brand names 
They come in cake form and in loose crystals or flakes. The latter aie 
sprinkled evenly on the top shelf and floor of the closet. Because of th- 
smaller surface exposed, those in cake form give off their fumes moo- 
»lowly. Therefore they may not be quickly effective, and a greater amount 
may be needed to give prompt protection. Weigh these cakes before using 
them and compute the amount you need, according to the size of your 
closet. It takes three or four days to fumigate a closet after it is sealed 


Woolens, such as your blankets and rugs, may also be fumigated by 
sprinkling them generously with one of these fumigants and then w rap­ 
ping them very closely in heavy miner. Don’t think that your woolens are 
safe if you put them in dresser drawers ami sprinkle in some moth bails 
or other fumigants. So much of the fumes will c*cnj e through the cracks 
around the drawers that there seldom remains sufficient strength to give 
complete protection.

or felt, but must be accepted on 
faith as being there. 
As a result the carrot has defin­ 
itely gone high society 
on

menu. 
This is som ew hat unfor­ 
tunate, because the carrot 
does 
1 not lend itself gracefully to 
hu- 
! man consumption. 
Even the diet­ 
ary experts, who w rite the m enus 
I on the w om an’s page, 
recognize 
j this. 
The result is a sustained effort, 
j praisew orthy for its determ ination 
| and endurance, but thus far, to us 
; at 
least, 
lacking 
in 
tangible 
j achievements, to devise some way 
to serve the carrot so that it is 
fit to eat. 
Douse carrots in butter 
and brow n sugar and cover them 
1 with chopped peanuts; run ca r­ 


rots through a food chopper and 
dilute them with real food like 
grated cheese and buttered bread 
crumbs; cook carrots in salt water, 
butter them and em balm them in 
vinegar—these are a few of the 
recipes suggested. 
And wffien all 
that is done the carrot still 
re­ 
mains— well, a carrot. 
What we really deplore is the 
woeful waste of ingenuity, im ag­ 
ination and industry in a hopeless 
struggle. 
No m atter 
how 
dis­ 
guised it is with unguents 
and 
condiments, no expert is required 
to detect a carrot— the 
n atural 
food of the rabbit, the goat, or the 
burro but not of man. 
W herefore we offer 
our 
own 
carrot m enu: Fry a couple of te n ­ 
der spring chickens, 
provide 
a 
heap of m ashed potatoes and a big 
bowl of 
chicken 
gravy, 
some 
w aterm elon, corn bread and b u t­ 
ter. 
Then take your carrot. T hrow 


it as far into the back yard as you 
can heave it and sit down and en ­ 
joy your meal.—K ansas City Star.
